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\ comprehensive plan not pre-zoning maps

An update on the progress being 
made on the Route 173 corridor 
study did more than bring the plan" 
commissioners up to date. It served 
as a reminder that any proposed 
plans are just that and are not 
intended to serve as a pre-zoning 
zoning map. 

A presentation was made by sev- 
eral of the consultants hired to assist 
the village with a Route 173 corridor 
plan that is available on the village's 
web site www.antioch-il.org. 

"Tliis will ultimately become a 
revision, of the Comprehensive 
Plan," said Sillian. "There is a differ- 
ence between a plan and zoning 
map." 

He further explained that a 
"plan" will offer a long range view of 
what the corridor might look like 
while a zoning map is merely a snap- 
shot ■ of n particular, segment in time 
of any given area. ■ ~-^-»i-'" 

"You're missing the whole point 
if you use the Comprehensive Plan 
as a pre-zoning zoning map/' lie 
said. 

Additionally, Silhan clarified 
that the meeting with the combined 
plan commission and zoning board 
was a workshop discussion and not 
a public hearing. 



Silhan said at the last meeting, 
held specifically to garner public 
input, that the most discussed item 
was traffic. 

"Traffic came up more than any- 
thing else," he said. "The main com- 
ment was 'don't develop until the 
roads are widened,' but IDOT 
(Illinois Department of 

Transportation) doesn't do that. 
IDOT doesn't build until the need is . 
there." 

Valerie Kretchmer, who's firm 
was hired to complete a market 
assessment, said the projected 
growth to the area is expected to be 
72 percent by the year 2020, and that 
the majority of that population 
increase will be in the area of Deep 
Lake Road. 

She recommended keeping 
retail at key intersections such as 
Deep Lake Road, Savage Road ancl 
Route 45. "You want to, avoid a con- 
tinuous strip of retail along (Route) 
173, but lots of curb cuts aren't very 
^attractive either," she said: -•■■*•— 

Kretchmer discussed residential 
uses in the area. "There's going to be 
a lot of call for townhouses, condos 
and upscale apartments for the 55 
plus crowd with walk-able develop- 
ment." 

She noted that Lake County 
would like to .make the Abbott prop- 
erty, east of Route 45, the corporate 



Sheriffs office scouts 
for boat in hit, run

Though there were no serious 
injuries in a hit-and-run boating 
accident on Grass Lake, July 3, the 
lake County Sheriffs Office is 
investigating the incident and 
searching for the offending boat. 

"Two people were hurt in the 
accident," said Sgt. Gary Govekar. 
"One passenger was thrown over- 
board and had an injury to his eye 
and a girl had minor injuries to her 
right arm and shin." 

• Govekar said neither victim was 
hurt badly and both are fine. 

Reportedly, the victims' boat 
was traveling north on Grass Lake 
when the offending boat, traveling 
southbound, crossed over the lake 
body and sidesvviped the victims' 



boat. The accident happened at 
11:15 p.m. on the Thursday prior to 
the Fourth of July. 

"The boat stopped a little ways 
away and looked, and then took off 
again," said Govekar. "Just like 
being in a car accident, you're sup- 
posed to stop and exchange infor- 
mation." 

The boat is described as a cabin 
motorboat with a red-colored hull. 

Govekar said, "Paint samples 
were taken off the victims' boat and 
the crime lab can test the paint of a 
suspected boat to see if it matches. 
All paints are just a little different in 
make up." 

The marine unit of the Lake

campus of the area. "Right now, 
some of this is being lost to Pleasant 
Prairie across the border and the 
county doesn't like this," she said. 

Mark Baker, of SEC Consultants, 
said, "We want to solicit input from 
the public and the commission as to 
what you want to see in this corridor. 
We want everybody to take a sense 
of ownership in this plan." 

In short, plan commissioners 
concurred the "do nots" shown by 
way of photos throughout the pre- 
sentation were glaring and favored 
parkways, walkways, fewer curb cuts 
and keeping the small industrial 



development on the Route 83 corri- 
dor. 

Resident Kathleen Shay said her 
family has lived in Lake County since 
1857. "This plan is impoverished," 
she said. "This will just be another 
obstacle course to get home. I don't 
see anything creative about this." 

Baker explained this study isn't 
just about land use, but about the 
"visual experience" of traveling from 
the tollway to downtown Antioch. 
Kretchmer added that some of the 
presentation was to show existing 
conditions and not the future of the 
area. 



Unclear this is the first of tliree 
phases of study, Shay complained the 
study wasn't conclusive. 

Trustee Scott Pierce, sitting in 
the audience said, "We're trying to 
plan realistically for what's going to 
happen into the future. We're going 
to tie all of these corridor studies 
together. We have to know what's 
going on (currently) before we can 
plan," 

When the Route 173 corridor 
study is complete, the village will 
study the Route 83 corridor and 
finally Route 173 as it heads west 
toward Fox Lake and Spring Grove.

Lake Villa residents' Victor and 
Debbie Giampietro were so stunned 
by the devastating loss of the space 
shuttle Columbia last February that 
they literally went to pieces to find a 
meaningful way to help. 

Victor. Giampietro, owner of 
Argus Printing in Nilcs, decided to 
combine his printing talents, his 
wife's design talents and their love of 
jigsaw puzzles to do something con- 
structive irjjthe wake of destruction. 
:■- '"I w^srariving to work when I 
heard ;auo'(ih it* on;, the radio," 



Giampietro said. "I was stunned. I 
remember thinking, 'This can't hap- 
pen twice!'" 

He remarked that, up until then, 
most people probably took the shut- 
tles for granted, "almost like com- 
mercial flights." 

His sense of helplessness in the 
face of the tragedy led him to do 
some research on the shuttle. What 
he learned impressed him, and 
strengthened his determination to 
do something worthy of the sacri- 
fices made by the astronauts. 

"Seven astronauts had 80 exper- 
iments to perform," he said. 

He decided to find a way to pay 



tribute to the shuttle and its crew as 
well as raise funds to support both 
the work that NASA was doing on 
that flight' as well as the families of 
the crewmembers. He also wanted 
to create something that would 
bring families together, "instead of 
watching television or playing video 
games." 

His wife, Debbie, is a freelance 
designer. She got NASA's coopera- 
tion in obtaining a stunning photo- 
graph of the Columbia lifting off. 

She made a photo collage of that 
image, along with the mission patch

The fire department responded 
to numerous weather-related calls 
and the first of four auto accidents 
prior to the 10 a.m. parade time.

He does not plan to profit from 
the venture.

'Most of the funds used to support The 
First Tee come from numerous area busi- 
nesses, as well as private donations; Last 
year, The First Tee accomplished its goal of 
raising over $80,000, It had over 300 mem- 
bers, and those numbers look to keep rising. 
About The First Tee 

The First Tee of Northeastern Illinois 
Chapter is part of the nationally known First 
Tee Junior Golf Program; Their headquarters 
is based in St. Augustine, Fla. In its first year, 
The First Tee of Northeastern Illinois had 
roughly 50 youngster's sign up. Now, they are 
pushing 1,000. 

"It's been amazing— the growth, the kids- 
it's amazing," said Dave Hughes, The First Tee's 
director of programs and administration for the 
past two years. Actually, Hughes just resigned 
his position, so that he can travel die United 
States as well as abroad. But first, he will wed 
Courtney in PMadelphia. 

"I'm actually getting a little choked up 




right now, knowing I won't be a part of this 
any more. But I hope to be back some day *" 
with The First Tee as a regional manager or 
involved with junior golf development in 
some way. This has been a great experience, 
though, helping build the program up from 
the grass roots. And on a pretty tight budget." 

George Lucas, who serves an instructor 
for The First Tee, and Fred Turman wanted 
to develop a junior golf program through the 
Lake County Urban League. Then Wegrzyn 
got involved. He has been involved with 
junior golf for close to seven years. 

But it was word of mouth that help drew 
the attention, not with regards to attracting 
the youths, but the volunteers as well. The 
First Tec started with roughly 15-20 volun- 
teers. It now has over 150. 

Volunteers Gene and Camillia Head of 
Wadsworth serve as lead instructors for the 
program. 

"I had known George (Lucas) and Fred 



(Turman) before and knew they were trying 
to start a junior golf league," said Gene Head, 
the principal at Webster Middle School in 
Waukegan. "Then Don got involved and we 
ended up getting involved." 

Camillia, who teaches at Lyon School in 
Waukegan, added, "It's an outstanding pro- 
gram, especially the Life Skills part. Fairness 
and honesty— those kinds of things have 
great carry-overvalue in life." 

The Head's son Eugene, age 7 and a 
third-grader-to-be at Spauiding School in 
Gurnee, really likes The First Tee. His parents 
got him involved right from the start. 

"I've met a lot of friends and learned a lot 
about the game of golf," said Eugene, who 
plays regularly at courses such as Brae Loch 
in Grayslake and Shiloh Park in Zion. 

The First Tec basically works like this. It's 
holds its membership drive and kick-off usu- 
ally in April. The goal is to get the word out to 
area businesses and hopeful supporters and 
donators to the program. Then, it's time for 
some golf! Youths, anywhere between the 
ages of 3-10, sign-up for sessions held on 
Monday, Wednesday and Friday from 10 
a.m.-noon, or on Tuesday and Thursday 
from 6-8 p.m. They can attend both sessions 
if they like. All of the clinics arc held at the 
home of The First Tee, Foss Park Golf Club in 
North Chicago. Groups are broken down 
by age, with each age group concentrating on 
a specific area for a short time before they 
rotate to the next area.^or station, ifyou will. 
For instance, the seven- and-eight-year-olds 
practice putting and chipping, while the kids 
13- and-older might be discussing the rules 
of golf, Soon-to-be Uke Villa resident 
Christopher Taylor, 12, and his sister Casi, 11, 
are In their first year with the program. They 
both learned through neighbors and friends. 

"I really like it," said Casi. "It's very satis- 
fying when you can sink a really long putt." 

Christopher particularly likes hitting the 
ball. "It's been a lot of fun learning a new 
sport," he said. "Plus, you get to meet others. 



1 really like hitting my driver as far as 1 can." 

Twelve-year-old BradTcrrill, a North 
Chicagoan who will be a freshman at 
Christian Life School in Kenosha, has been 
with the program for two years. 

"The program is very structured. It also 
has great leaders to help you out and provide 
guidance and instruction," said Tcrrill, who 
also learned about The First Tee from a 
neighbor. "I'm actually hoping to try out for 
my high school team this fall." 

A lot of the kids in the program come 
from the various youth service agencies 
throughout Lake County, like the I-akc 
County Urban League, Foss Park District, 
Camp SMAART, the Lake County YWGV and 
die Boy's and Girls Clubs of Like County. 

At the end of the summer sessions, The 
First Tee has testing for the kids, both in golf 
and in the Life Skills, so that they can become 
certified. Youths who pass the skills tests 
have the potential to become leaders on the 
Junior Advisory Committee. A Family Day is 
then planned for sometime in September, to 
culminate and celebrate the season. 

All together, Wegrzyn said that die pro- 
gram has kids representing 21 communities in 
Lake County. Some even come from areas like 
Skokie, Evanston and Kenosha. 

In addition to being treated with trips to 
the Western Open, youths a part of The First 
Tee get other perks such as free individual 
golf clubs and discounts for playing. The kids 
are also treated to special guest appearances 
by at least 30 area golf professionals, who 
stop in for a demonstration and to say hello 
to the kids. Trick shot artist Peter Longo is 
also scheduled to make an appearance on 
Tliurs., July 17 for a demonstration. 

For members and supporters of the pro- 
gram, there are various membership levels 
and privileges, depending on your degree of 
donation.

As the details of the U.S. Senate plan to create a Medicare drug 
benefit emerge, it becomes apparent the plan is about as bad 
as one can imagine. Both House and Senate bills would 
require senior citizens to spend a significant amount of their 
own money in order to receive government benefits. Coverage 
would disappear after drug costs reached a certain level and then 
resume only if costs reached a considerably higher plateau. 

In the final analysis, the Medicare plans being proposed will cover 
only 22% of senior citizens' drug costs. The seniors will pay the 
other 78% themselves.

Residents who want to complete college 
degree programs at state universities or col- 
leges soon will not have to travel any farther 
than Grayslake. 

The Illinois Capital Development Board 
last week released $24.7 million for the con- 
struction of a University Center of Lake 
County Grayslake campus. The development 
board oversees construction of new state 
facilities, such as colleges. 

Seventeen state colleges and universities 
offer bachelor's degree completion, master's 
degrees and professional training programs 
through the University Center of Lake County. 

Students enrolled at the University Center 
take classes through seven locations in the 
county, but receive their degree from the col- 
lege or university that sponsors their degree 
program. 

University center officials currently rent 
space at seven schools and training centers 
locations throughout the county, but the 
Grayslake facility will provide a permanent 
home and additional room for an increasing 
enrollment, said G. Gary Grace, center execu- 
tive director. 

"We're already at an enrollment they 
(state education officials) said we would reach 
in about half of the time," Grace said. "We've 
been hoping for this building." 

A pre-bid meeting was scheduled 
Wednesday at the College of Lake County jn 
an attempt to find a developer for the site. 
Groundbreaking on the Grayslake campus is 
slated for Oct. 1, with project completion 
expected in Jan. 2005. 

A 91 -square-foot facility Is planned for the 
site, which will house computer labs, an 
online library, specialized science labs and 
high-tech classrooms. The building will be 
located on Lancer Lane, on the College of 
Lake, County's grounds. Estimates indicate 
building construction, architecture and tech- 
nological fees will not exceed the $24.7 million 
grant, Grace said. 

" Illinois Board of Higher Education offi- 
cials in 1998 decided there was only limited 
access to higher education in the county and 
began studying sites for a new location. After 
debates of whether the new learning center 



should be built in Waukegan at the old 
Lakehurst Mail or In Grayslake; Grace said the 
latter offer was more persuasive. 

"The proposal for CLC to provide $2 mil- 
lion worth of land (for the facility) and support 
for the University Center to be located in 
Grayslake— that was a very attractive propos- 
al," he said. 

CLC and the University Center are not 
affiliated, Grace said, but the proximity of the j 
facilities can provide "seamless learning 
access." 

Lyla MacLean. spokeswoman for CLC. 
said the University Center would benefit CLC 
students. 

"(CLC students) can finish the first two 
years of courses that will count toward their 
bachelor's degree at CLC and then they can go 
to the University Center and complete a pro- 
gram offered by one of the participating col- 
leges," 

"CLC's been a wonderful partner," Grace 
said. "Our goal has always been to provide 
seamless learning access." 

The University Center currently offers 45 
degree programs, but Lynn Evans, center pro- 
gram manager, said as the facility expands, 
the variety of program choices might also 
increase. The center serves around 3,000 stu- 
dents in the classroom and in virtual class- 
rooms annually, Evans said, but she antici- 
pates enrollment could increase as well with 
the additional facility. 

"We're in a bit of a catch-22 right now," 
she said. "If we bring in more programs, we 
don't have the space." 

Grace said University Center officials plan 
to research what jobs are most sought after 
locally in order to provide more programs of 
study available In those concentrations. 

"We'w working hard to add those new 
programs that the region needs in terms of 
economic development and sustainability," 
he said. 

University Center officials plan tomove in 
to another permanent facility in Waukegan, 1 
N. Genesee St. in January 2004. Grace said he 
is not sure whether the center will, expand 
even more. 

"For sure we will be fn Waukegan and in 
Grayslake," Grace said. "Where else, that has 
not been determined at this point. But our 
board has always said we'll be in multiple sites."

Can GOP success repeat? 

Illinois Republican leaders hope success at the national level under 
President Bush will rub off on them as they attempt to rebuild a state 
party tarnished by Ryan administration scandals and the near 
. Democratic sweep of state offices in 2002. 

For the state GOP there is only one way to go— up. By adopting an A to 
Z strategy, any gains between Anna and Zion will be an improvement. 

The daunting Republican task starts with reversing a three election 
trend of Illinois going Democratic for president by carrying the state for 
Bush next year and retaining a Republican seat in the U.S. Senate. That 
could happen if the new GOP leadership in Illinois focuses on national 
issues and the value of having a Republican senator. Republican leaders, 
basically power brokers in the General Assembly, have shunned national 
affairs. The 2004 campaign would be a good time to reject state 
parochialism and get Illinois Republicans involved in what goes on in 
Washington. Are you listening Speaker Hastert? 

Political pundits see the national GOP with a lop-sided start for '04. 
Count a popular president heading the ticket, fewer Congressional 
incumbents retiring, redistricting advantages and campaign contribu- 
tions flowing freely. The Illinois Republican leadership ought to take 
advantage of this promising state of affairs. 

If he chooses, retiring U.S. Sen. Peter Fitzgerald could do a lot to aid the 
GOP cause in an active role as a youngish elder statesman. Six years ago 
he was successful campaigning as an independent voice with conserva- 
tive principals. Even with Democrats mounting a strong campaign to fill 
the open seat with a certifiable liberal, there's no reason to believe that 
the job couldn't be done with a candidate in the mold of Senator 
Fitzgerald. What Illinois doesn't need is a Dick Durbin clone.

Real evidence of Iraqi weapons

It was a picture of gruesome 
proportions. , 
. A dead Kurdish mother 
clutched her deceased child, 
curled around him in a protective 
fashion. She could not save him, or 
herself. This mother and her son , 
were two of the victims of Saddam 
Hussein's past use of weapons of 
mass destruction— the very 
weapons that war opponents now 



claim do not exist. 

Apparently, in grasping for 
straws to oppose an American mili- 
tary victory, opponents to President 
Bush have chosen to close their 
eyes to this picture. 

During the Iran-Iraq war, 
between 1983-1988, Saddam 
Hussein extensively used chemicaf 
, weapons such as nerve and blister 
agent against Iran. Saddam 
Hussein used Tabun nerve agent 
and mustard blister agent to kill 



thousands of Iranians. In 1987 and 
1988, Saddam Hussein launched 
chemical attacks against over 20 
small villages, murdering thou- 
sands of civilians. Throughout his 
attacks on the Kurds, Saddam 
Hussein used multiple chemical 
agents such as mustard agent, 
nerve agents sarin, tabun and VX, 
and, according to some sources, 
cyanide as well.

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First time success for Rep. Osmond 



State Rep. JoAnn D. Osmond's (R- 
Antioch) very first piece of legisla- 
tion, a bill to regulate the use of 
credit scoring on personal insur- 
ance applications, was signed into law. 
House Bill 1640 heightens the procedures 
that insurcrs_must engage in to protect 
-the interests of consumers when insur- 
ance producers are utilizing credit- 
scoring information as a factor in the 
pricing, renewal or issuance of insurance 
policies. 

"This bill was important to me not only 
because of the protection it provides for con- 
sumers, but also because it was an issue that 
my husband Tim worked on during his years 
in the legislature,' 1 said Osmond. 

The former Illinois law permitted insur- 
ance companies to conduct a credit back 
ground check on those individuals applying 
for insurance, and if approved, what amount 
their premiums should be. House Bill 1640 
prohibits insurance companies from using 
an individual's credit background as a sole 
factor in determining whether to provide 
coverage. 

Under this legislation, "personal insur- 
ance" means private passenger automobile, 
homeowners, motorcycle, mobile-home- 
owners and non-commercial dwelling fire 
insurance policies, and boat, personal water- 
craft, snowmobile and recreational vehicle 
policies. Such policies must be individually 
underwritten for personal, family or house- 
hold use.

Beware the 'Hulk -superhero takes a bad turn

I took my two little boys to see 
the new movie "Hulk," rated PG- 
13, without previewing It myself 
first.

It takes a lot for me to walk out on a $28.50 
movie, and I have some complaints to make. 
Maybe I should have known better, but I was 
lulled by Universal Pictures and Valhalla 
Motion Pictures movie marketing machine. 



This is a dark, violent movie that cares noth- 
ing for children's sensitivities. Therefore it, 
should not be marketed at children. If Marvel 
Comics and director Ang Lee created this 
dark story for adults, they should make sure 
the general public is not misled into believing 
the Hulk is a superhero for children. Making 
top dollar with product tie-ins, toys and pro- 
motions aimed at children and pre-teens is 
movie-makers' top priority and has gone way 
beyond the boundaries of decency. In 
"Hulk," the constant physical violence and 
frenetic scene changes, loud sound track and 
dark special effects hit the viewer with almost 
physical intensity. 

Shame on the movie companies who pro- 
mote this film with tie-ins to children's meals 
at fast food places, toy displays that thrill an 
8-year old, and a movie promo on TV that 
shows nothing of what the movie is really 
about. No wonder, the movie' is so violent 
and upsetting, there was almost no way they 
could cobble together enough scenes to 
make a preview that would still entice the 
kiddies. 

Granted, I am not that familiar with the 
old Marvel comic Hulk. Instead, I remember 
a 1970s series I watched each week with my 
dad.

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In 1992, after the Iraqi defeat in the 
Persian Gulf War, Iraq was required to pro- 
vide a full, final and complete disclosure 
(FFCD) to United Nations Special 
Commission (UNSCOM) inspectors. After 
the repeated Iraqi FFCDs were disproved, 
new contradictory disclosures were filed. 
Weapons inspectors, sifting through Saddam 
Hussein's repeated misrepresentations and 
outright lies, were able to find and destroy 
some chemical and biological facilities and 
agents. However, several issues were never 
resolved when the weapons inspectors left in 
1998. 

The finding of anthrax on equipment at 
the Iraqi Foot and Mouth Disease Vaccine 
(FDMV) plant at Al Daura In 1996 has never 
been explained, Outstanding quantities 
phbsphqrous trichloride, thiohyl chloride, . 
and phosphorus trichloride, chemical ingre- 
dients used to produce various nerve agents, 



have never been found. Also missing is 191 
tons of NaCN and 140 tons of DMA HCI, 
which are the ingredients necessary to pro- 
. duce.Tabun, a blister agent, as well as 550 
artillery shells and 450 bombs containing 
Mustard, another blister agent. 

After weapons inspectors were allowed 
back into Iraq in 2002, Saddam Hussein's 
pattern of deceit and obfuscation continued, 
and UNSCOM was unable to complete its 
mission. The Coalition Forces needed to take 
action to resolve these Issues. 

To those who remain skeptical of Saddam 
Hussein's capability to develop, maintain, 
and use weapons of mass destruction, 
remember the picture of the dead Kurdish 
woman clinging to her dead son. This picture 
is worth one thousand words of evidence.

A dispute regarding distribution of the 
assets and debts of the departing partner is 
holding up completion of the dissolution. 

"The end result of this will be binding arbi- 
tration," said Harrington. 

When Vista lost the financial resources of 
Provena, closer attention was paid to the bot- 
tom line in considering the cost of renovating 
and upgrading each hospital. 

While the original plan was to consolidate 
at St. Therese, which Harrington freely admits 
is the better choice geographically, the cost of 
bringing outdated and under-maintained 
infrastructure up to par was considered too 
great, especially without added capital from 
Provena. 

The cost of preparing St. Therese for con- 
solidation was estimated at $49 million, versus 
$33 million to consolidate services at Victory 
Memorial. 

"Some people might say, it's only $16 mil- 
lion, but $16 million that you don't have is a 
lot," Harrington said. 

Once the dissolution of the Provena- 
Victory partnership is complete, the next step 
for Vista is obtaining a Certificate of Need. This 
process can take up to six months. Only then, 
can the construction process begin. 

"If we were to start today, it would take up 
to three years to consolidate," said Harrington.

It's the other nutritional component to 
this weight loss plan, reducing carbohy- 
drates, that has caused a major stir over the 
past three decades.

Yet 
there are many ol us who believe that we are qualified for greater 
responsibilities (and subsequently greater compensation.) 
Instead, like Grace's example, we have the 'steadily deprossln'. 

, low-down, mind mossln'. workin' at the car wash blues.* 
But, how are we to actualize our goals? How can we get the 
next promotion? Are the sacrifices that we need to make to get 
the promotion, worth the rewards? Performance Is a pre- requi- 
site for promotion. By performance we mean: 

• Work Diligently - Demonstrate that accomplishing assigned 
goals quickly Is a high priority. Those who work tirelessly to do 
well will be rewarded. Those who do not, will not. In other 
words, work harder. 

• Show Discernment - Look (or better ways to accomplish the 
work that needs to be done. Grace's subject could have demon- 
strated this trait by switching the order ol his tasks. Since water

• Give Positive Feedback - Tell others when Ihey do a good job.

• Grow - Those who want to move to the next level need to grow. 
, Athletes need to get Into better physical condition. Doctors need 
Mo learn new surgical procedures. Accountants need to under- 
stand the newest IRS regulations. Every job has opportunities 
tor growth. In other words, improve. ■
